For example, the way firearms are 
handled, the favorite music of the protagonist, and attention to 
such details create reality, and especially in action movies, 
dynamism. When | watched the movie Terminator, | felt a mixture 
of admiration and frustration, thinking, "Wow, that got to me." 


| was impressed by those points, and wanted to learn about the 
director. | had never heard of James Cameron before, so | looked 
him up and found out that he was in charge of special effects 
under Roger Corman. Schwarzenegger, an unknown actor, was 
turned into a spectacle by focusing on ideas and action. Cameron 
did it! He made a completely different film, free from the curse of 
his previous work. 


Shortly after, | heard that James Cameron was going to make a 
sequel to Alien. That film, directed by Ridley Scott, was already a 
masterpiece of sci-fi horror. It was ranked #1 in the box office. | 
personally love that movie. 


The higher the evaluation of the previous movie, the harder it is 
for the person making the sequel. How would Cameron handle 
"Alien"? It would surely be an interesting film with a different 
twist from his previous work. | was hoping it would become a 
good piece of art, but... 
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"This is like a Western!" | thought to myself, slapping my knee in 
surprise. Usually, sequels to hit movies cost more than the 
original. However, Cameron didn't care about money, he just went 
for the idea. This is the success of his movie. 


It is not difficult to imagine that Cameron must have felt that he 
could not match the volume and impact of the first film. However, 
he could not remain helpless, so he decided to create the closest 
film possible. 


Without going into too much detail, this is a Terminator-esque 
action movie. As in the previous film, Sigourney Weaver is truly 
charming. I'm sure I'm not the only one who was reminded of that 
masterpiece, Gloria. I'm sure Ripley would’ve defeated all the 
villains in that film. 


If you were to translate a fast-paced action movie like this into a 
sentence, it would be pretty boring. In fact, | tried reading the 
novel version of this movie, but the impact of the action doesn't 
really come across. It's a bit dull. 


This adventure novel is a little different from a conventional movie 
novelization. The point is to define the situation and provide 
variation in the story. For example: what if Ripley was a selfish 
person who had little ability to grasp the situation? (The Drifters’ 
"What if" series of skits are really funny.) 
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Aliens was created in that format. In this book, each scene is 
faithfully reproduced in order, jumping around through various 
options and variations. They make use of the characteristics of 
third-person expression, and result in unique scenarios. 


One more thing; this novel makes use of details that the audience 
tends to overlook as they focus on the overall plot. For example, 
in the final battle scene, which arm of the power loader did Ripley 
use to launch the first attack? Even among those who have seen 
the movie, few will remember. The answer is in the relevant scene 
in this book. Incidentally, when Ripley opened the outer hatch and 
tried desperately to climb the ladder against the strong vacuum, 
which leg was held by the Queen Alien? This answer is also clearly 
in the book.
